Notes: The majority of the manuscript comprises an approximately complete copy of Valentin Boltz's Illuminierbuch 
(Basel, 1549), on the practice of illumination of manuscripts, and the artistic use of pigments. The version of the title 
of Boltz's work given on the title page seems to correspond to that of editions published from 1552 on. With respect 
to the content of Boltz's work, the manuscript begins with the preface (f. 3r-A4r), followed by a section on the 
preparation of inks (Von Dinten; f. 5r-6v) that occurs near the end of the published work. In the first half, the 
manuscript contains additional material written partly in Latin 
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
